GOP  opposition 
may  alter  budget 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Budget  director  David  Stock- 
man  said  Wednesday  that  opposition  among  House  Re¬ 
publicans  Will  force  changes  in  the  president’s  budget, 
revised  dramatically  only  six  days  ago  to  satisfy  com¬ 
plaints  from  Senate  GOP  leaders. 

“You  don’t  put  a  budget  together  without  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  compromise, ’’  Stockman  said. 

Stockman  declined  to  predict  whether  $40  billion  in 
Social  Security  savings  will  be  dropped  from  the  revised 
budget.  A  White  House  spokesman  said  President  Reagan 
was  not  irrevocably  wedded  to  the  controversial  proposal. 

The  Senate  approved  Wednesday  a  budget  assumption 
that  the  $40  billion  in  savings  will  be  found  in  the  system 
over  the  next  three  years.  The  Senate  also  voted  to  leave 
Social  Security  intact  until  a  bipartisen  commission  makes 
recommendations  on  keeping  the  budget  solvent. 

As  the  Democratic-controlled  House  Budget  Commit¬ 
tee  began  work  on  its  own  version  of  a  1983  spending 
guide,  Stockman  said  the  administration  is  “working  to 
find  218  people  to  support  a  plan  that’s  reasonably  close”  to 
the  one  endorsed  by  Reagan  and  approved  by  the  Republi¬ 
can-controlled  Senate  Budget  Committee  last  week.  It 
takes ’218  votes  to  assure  passage  of  legislation  in  the 
435-member  House. 

The  plan  endorsed  by  Reagan  calls  for  $40  billion  in 
Social  Security  spending  cuts  or  tax  increases  over  three 
years,  a  provision  that  House  Republican  Leader  Bob 


Michel  of  Illinois  said  Tuesday  must  be  taken  “off  the 
table.” 

Reagan  himself  seemed  to  dismiss  the  stir  caused  in 
Congress  by  Michel’s  comments,  telling  reporters,  “You 
can’t  believe  everything  you  read  in  the  papers.” 

And  White  House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes  said 
Michel’s  comments,  rather  than  being  a  defection,  were 
part  of  the  “normal  legislative  process.” 

But  he  conceded  that  Reagan  probably  would  wind  up 
supporting  two  budgets  —  the  one  that  cleared  the  Senate 
Budget  Committee  and  a  different  House  bill  “that  will 
have  the  consensus  of  the  majority  of  Republicans  and 
Democrats.” 

Asked  if  Reagan  would  prefer  that  the  House  adopt  the 
same  $40  billion  in  Social  Security  savings  as  approved  by 
the  Senate  committee,  Speakes  replied:  “Not  necessarily. 
I  think  we  Will  work  with  the  House  and  let  things  develop 
over  there,  and  then  work  out  the  differences  and  then 
come  out  with  a  piece  of  legislation  that  will  meet  the 
approval  of  the  majority  of  the  House  and  Senate  and 
something  the  president  can  sign.” 

Michel,  a  strong  administration  ally  in  Congress,  said 
Republicans  also  favor  smaller  tax  increases  than  the  $95 
billion  contained  in  the  president’s  new  three-year  budget, 
and  deeper  cuts  than  the  $22  billion  reduction  in  the  prop¬ 
osed  defense  buildup. 

But  Stockman  said  Reagan  is  unlikely  “to  move  very 
much  from  those  numbers.” 


More  Falkland  fighting 


British  shoot  down 
two  fighter  planes

A  British  destroyer  attacked  by 
Argentine  warplanes  shot  down  two 
Skyhawk  fighter-bombers  Wednes¬ 
day  in  a  battle  about  30  miles  west  of 
the  Falkland  Islands,  the  Defense 
Ministry  announced  in  London. 

There  was  no  immediate  comment 
from  Argentina,  but  before  the  clash, 
U.N.  Secretary-General  Javier  Perez 
de  Cuellar  expressed  cautious  hope 
about  peace  talks. 

It  was  the  first  Argentine  air  attack 
on  the  British  fleet  since  May  4  and 
the  Defense  Ministry  in  London  said 
the  planes  apparently  flew  from  the 
Argentine  mainland  and  attacked 
through  thick  cloud  cover.  The  new 
fighting  was  the  first  reported  since 
Tuesday  morning  when  a  British  ship 
attacked  an  Argentine  ship  in  the 
channel  between  the  two  main  is¬ 
lands. 

Defense  Ministry  spokesman  Ian 
McDonald  said  a  third  Argentine  Sky- 
hawk  escaped  anti-aircraft  fire  from 
the  British  destroyer.  The  destroyer 
apparently  was  on  radar  picket-duty 
in  advance  of  the  main  British  fleet, 
which  has  ringed  the  Islands  seized 
by  Argentina  on  April  2. 

Well-informed  sources  said  the 
Argentine  planes,  identified  by  the 
Defense  Ministry  as  U.S. -built  A-4s, 
were  shot  down  by  computer- 
controlled  Sea  Wolf  missiles. 

The  Defense  Ministry  said  the  en¬ 
counter  was  inside  the  200-mile  war 
zone  Britain  declared  around  the 
South  Atlantic  islands  April  30. 

McDonald  said  there  was  no  dam¬ 
age  to  the  warship,  which  was  not 


identified,  nor  any  British  casualties. 
He  said  the  Argentine  fighter- 
bombers  were  shot  down  by  fire  from 
the  warship.  He  did  not  say  whether 
they  were  knocked  down  by  anti¬ 
aircraft  fire  or  missiles  and  would  not 
confirm  the  report  that  Sea  Wolf  mis¬ 
siles  were  used. 

If  the  report  is  true,  it  would  be  the 
first  time  the  British-made  weapon — 
primarily  designed  to  shoot  down 
missiles  —  had  been  used  in  combat. 
Although  the  destroyer  was  not  iden¬ 
tified,  only  two  warships  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  fleet  are  armed  with  the  Sea  Wolf 
—  the  HMS  Brilliant  and  the  HMS 
Broadsword. 

McDonald  identified  the  Skyhawks 
as  A4-Ps,  which  are  land-based. 

Argentina’s  air  force  has  68  of  the 
bomb-carrying  planes,  some  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Rio  Gallegos,  the  nearest  air 
base  to  the  war  zone.  They  have  a 
range  of  about  460  miles,  enough  to 
reach  radar  picket  ships  of  the  British 
task  force. 

The  Press  Association,  Britain’s 
domestic  news  agency,  said  the' 
Argentine  planes  were  escorting  a 
transport  plane,  probably  a  C-130, 
attempting  to  air-drop  supplies  to  the 
Argentine  garrison  on  the  Falklands. 

The  British  have  now  claimed  to 
have  downed  at  least  five  Argentine 
combat  planes  and  helicopters  in  dog¬ 
fights  or  anti-aircaft  fire  since  May  2. 

They  claim  others  have  been  des¬ 
troyed  on  the  ground  in  strikes 
against  airfields  on  the  Falklands. 

It  was  the  first  air  attack  on  the 
fleet  since  May  4  when  a  missile  from 
an  Argentine  fighter-bomber  wreck¬ 


ed  the  destroyer  Sheffield  inside  the 
war  zone.  The  British  said  20  sailors 
were  killed  in  that  strike.  On  Tues¬ 
day,  Britain  said  one  of  its  warships 
attacked  an  Argentine  surface  vessel 
in  the  Falkland  Sound,  the  narrow 
channel  separating  the  main  Falkland 
Islands. 

Britain  claimed  after  the  Falkland 
Sound  encounter  that  its  battle  fleet 
had  a  stranglehold  on  the  Falklands, 
250  miles  east  of  the  Argentine  coast. 

Britain  claimed  it  has  isolated  the 
estimated  9,000  Argentine  troops 
occupying  the  islands  since  April  2, 
and  said  that  $,000  British  soldiers 
who  left  Southampton  Wednesday 
aboard  the  requisitioned  luxury  liner 
Queen  Elizabeth  2  would  arrive  in 
several  weeks  to  bolster  the  armada. 

But  well-informed  sources  in  Lon¬ 
don  said  British  defense  chiefs  fear 
Argentina’s  three  submarines  are 
prowling  the  Falkland  Islands  war 
zone  to  sink  British  troop  and  supply 
ships,  and  that  British  warships  and 
spyplanes  have  been  deployed  to  hunt 
the  Argentine  subs. 

Agentina  said  Tuesday  it  would 
attack  any  British  ship  or  plane  in  the 
South  Atlantic  heading  to  the  Falk¬ 
lands. 

An  Argentine  naval  source  said  the 
British  claim  of  controlling  the  Falk¬ 
land  Sound  was  “ridiculous,”  and 
Argentine  Foreign  Minister  Nicanor 
Costa  Mendez  reiterated  in  Buenos 
Aires  on  Wednesday  that  any  nego¬ 
tiations  to  end  the  Falklands  crisis 
“must  lead  to  recognition  of  Argen¬ 
tine  sovereignty  over  the  islands.”

MIG3  is  the  lowest  investment  grade, 
and  budget  officials  said  they  probably 
can’t  sell  $500  million  in  notes  with  that 
rating.

For  long-term  bonds,  the  credit  rating 
was  cut  from  “A”  to  “Baa”  and  for  con¬ 
struction  bonds  it  was  dropped  from  “A” 
to  “Baal .  ”  Any  lower  rating  would  be  con¬ 
sidered  speculative. 


However,  last  week,  Standard  &  Poor’s 
Corp.  —  the  other  major  rating  agency  — 
left  its  rating  for  Michigan  unchanged  at 
A-plus,  its  third-highest  rating.

Reagan,  Figueiredo 
request  settlement 
for  Falkland  dispute 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan 
and  Brazilian  President  Joao  Figueiredo,  each 
backing  different  sides  in  the  Falkland  Islands, 
called  Wednesday  for  a  mediated  settlement  of 
the  dispute  between  Argentina  and  Britain. 

“There  would  be  neither  victors  nor  defeated 
on  either  side,”  Figueiredo  was  quoted  as  telling 
Reagan  when  the  two  discussed  the  crisis  follow¬ 
ing  White  House  welcoming  ceremonies  for  the 
Brazilian  leader. 

Figueiredo,  who  is  cutting  short  his  U.S.  trip 
by  a  day  and  curtailing  his  social  activities  be¬ 
cause  of  the  dispute,  said  he  hoped  for  a  solution 
in  which  “the  honorable  and  just  requirements 
for  both  sides  could  be  met,”  according  to  a  senior 
American  official. 

“I  think  there  was  general  agreement  that 
there  must  be  a  resolution  of  this  crisis  accept¬ 
able  to  both  sides  and  with  which  both  can  live,” 
said  the  official,  who  briefed  reporters  on  the 
condition  that  he  not  be  identified  by  name. 

The  official,  while  refusing  to  go  into  the  de¬ 
tails  of  the  discussion  between  the  two  leaders, 
said  there  was  no  talk  of  the  fact  that  Brazil  backs 
Argentina  and  the  United  States  supports  Bri¬ 
tain. 

He  said  Figueiredo  and  Reagan  were  “very 
concerned  for  the  immediate  re-establishment  of 
peace,”  and  expressed  support  for  the  mediation 
efforts  of  United  Nations  Secretary-General 
Javier  Perez  de  Cuellar. 

“The  two  presidents  recognize  that  they  had 


.  different  positions  on  the  underlying  situation, 
that  is  to  say  on  the  validity  of  the  claims  made 
both  sides,  but  the  overriding  concern  was  the 
re-establishment  of  peace,”  the  official  said. 

Several  other  international  matters  were  dis¬ 
cussed,  including  the  Middle  East  and  Africa, 
during  the  visit  —  which  the  official  said  “goes 
way  beyond  the  crisis  of  the  moment”  in  the 
Falklands. 

“I  don’t  think  that  either  president  would  wish 
to  put  this  visit  under  the  framework  of  an  im¬ 
mediate  crisis  situation,”  he  said,  “although 
clearly  they  have  to  discuss  this  in  detail.” 

Figueiredo  was  welcomed  during  a  colorful 
ceremony  on  the  South  Lawn  under  a  warm  sun 
with  a  21-gun  salute  and  a  review  of  American  ‘ 
troops.  After  leaving  the  White  House,  the 
Brazilian  president  laid  a  wreath  at  the  Tomb  of 
the  Unknown  Soldier  in  Arlington  Cemetery  and 
scheduled  a  meeting  with  Secretary  of  State  Ale¬ 
xander  M.  Haig  Jr. 

He  was  returning  in  the  evening  for  a  state 
dinner,  apparently  the  only  social  event 
Figueiredo  plans  to  attend  here  in  an  effort  to 
avoid  appearances  of  gaiety  in  a  pro-British 
capital. 

During  the  Oval  Office  conversation,  which 
lasted  about  90  minutes,  Figueiredo  raised  the 
matter  of  sugar  import  quotas  imposed  by 
Reagan  last  week  to  protect  the  domestic  sugar 
market.  Sugar  makes  up  6.4  percent  of  Brazil’s 
exports.

WASHINGTON  (AP)— John  W.  Hinckley  Jr. 
remained  impassive  when  his  father  sobbed,  “I 
am  the  cause  of  John’s  tragedy,”  but  the  pres¬ 
idential  attacker  bolted  from  the  courtroom 
Wednesday  upon  hearing  actress  Jodie  Foster’s 
videotaped'disclaimer  of  .  any  relationship  with 


The  videotape  showing  continued  without  him. 
He  came  back  after  it  was  over,  still  pale. 

“Do  you  know  him  at  all?”  the  actress  was 


The  younger  Hinckley’s  own  written  words 
said  his  unrequited  love  for  the  actress  led  him  to 
shoot  President  Reagan  last  year. 

Hinckley’s  father,  John  W.  Hinckley  Sr. ,  wept 
toward  the  end  of  his  three-and-a-half  hours  of 
testimony  as  he  recalled  how  he  told  his  son  he 
could  not  come  home. 

Burying  his  face  in  his  hands,  the  father  sob¬ 
bed:  “I  am  the  cause  of  John’s  tragedy.” 

The  defendant’s  mother  was  led  weeping  from 
the  courtroom.  Young  Hinckley,  on  trial  for 
shooting  the  president  and  three  other  men,  did 
not  react  visibly. 

Recalling  his  rejection  of  his  son,  the  elder 
Hinckley  said,  “I’m  sure  that  was  the  greatest 
mistake  of  my  life.  We  forced  him  out  at  a  time  he 
just  couldn’t  cope.” 

And,  his  voice  now  quavering,  the  father 
added:  “I  wish  to  God  I  could  trade  places  with 
him  right  now.” 

The  videotaped  deposition  given  by  Foster  had 
been  on  the  screen  for  25  minutes  when  Hinc¬ 
kley,  appearing  pale,  suddenly  rose  from  his  seat 
and  walked  rapidly  out  with  four  U.S.  marshals 
just  behind. 

Hinckley  had  been  present  during  the  two 
hours  of  videotaping  sessions  March  29  and 
March  30,  and  therefore  his  presence  in  the  cour¬ 
troom  was  not  required  for  the  replay.

Before  adjourning  for  the  day,  the  jury  donned 
headsets  to  listen  to  Hinckley’s  tape  recordings 
of  two  telephone  conversations  he  had  with  the 


Foster  said  she  had  received  poems  and  love 
letters  from  him  on  three  different  occasions  —  a 
dozen  different  documents  in  two  batches  in  the 
fall  of  1980  and  some  more  in  March  1981,  the 
month  he  shot  Reagan.

Thefts,  drugs  and  sexual  assaults  are  just  a  few 
of  the  crimes  BYU  Security/Police  deal  with 
annually. 

“Thefts  in  general  are  the  No.  1  problem  at 
BYU,”  Chief  Robert  W.  Kelshaw  said. 

Unless  there  is  a  change  in  the  economy,  we  can 
expect  a  greater  increase  in  thefts,  he  said. 

An  array  of  confiscated  drug  paraphernalia  is 
displayed  in  the  BYU  Security/Police  office  in  B-66 
ASB.  “We  will  never  get  rid  of  drugs,”  Kelshaw 
said.  However,  drug-related  problems  are  slowing 
down  as  people  involved  are  identified  and  the 
volume  of  people  on  campus  is  decreased  for  the 


summer. 

The  library  is  the  location  for  a  large  number  of 
sex-related  crimes,  he  said. 

“The  volume  of  use  in  the  library  as  compared  to 
other  buildings  on  campus  accounts  for  part  of  the 
reason,”  Chief  Kelshaw  said.

The  Orem  City  Coun¬ 
cil  is  trying  to  decide  if 
firemen  and  policemen 
should  wear  the  same 
uniform. 

For  nearly  a  year 
Orem  has  been  conduct¬ 
ing  a  pilot  program,  ex¬ 
perimenting  with  the 
idea  of  having  police  and 
firemen  double  in  their 
duties. 

The  Council  voted  to 
conduct  a  further  six- 
month  study  before  it 
makes  final  decisions  as 
to  the  feasability  of 
cross-training  the  police 
and  fire  department. 

There  are  1.54  fire¬ 
men  for  every  1,000  per¬ 
sons  living  in  Orem  and 
0. 89  policemen  for  every 
1,000,  according  to  Ted 
Peacock,  director  of1 
public  safety  in  Orem. 

Peacock  said  in  a  few 
years,  if  the  population 
of  Orem  continues  to 
grow  as  it  has  been 
doing,  there  won’t  be 
enough  firemen  and 


policemen  to  properly 
serve  Orem  residents. 

“As  administrators, 
we  feel  the  pressures  of 
a  tax  bite.  Our  budgets 
are  getting  smaller  each 
year,  and  we’re  trying 
to  come  up  with  prog¬ 
rams  that  provide  the 
same  services  without 
increasing  our 
budgets,”  Peacock  said. 

But  some  Orem  City 
Council  members  say 
the  consolidation  plan 
will  not  save  on  costs. 

Councilman  Glen 
Zimmerman  said  the 
cross-training  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  consolidation 
but  will  actually  cost  the 
city  money. 

In  July  1981,  the 
Orem  City  Council  de¬ 
cided  to  consolidate 
some  of  its  public  safety 
services  —  principally 
fire  and  police  —  after 
several  years  of  study 
and  debate,  Peacock 
said. 

The  consolidation  of 


both  administrations 
.was  the  first  step  in  the 
process.  This  included 
putting  one  director, 
Peacock,  former  Orem 
Police  Chief,  in  charge 
of  both  police  and  fire 
services. 

According  to 
Peacock,  this  has  saved 
Orem  City  money  by 
paying  only  one  admi¬ 
nistrator’s  salary  in¬ 
stead  of  two. 

The  second  phase, 
cross-training  of  depart¬ 
ments,  has  raised  some 
questions. 

Karl  Schemensky,  di¬ 
vision  chief  of  Fire  Ser¬ 
vices  in  Orem,  said,  “As 
a  cost-saving  factor, 
maybe  eventually  it  will 
save  money,  but  it 
strings  the  men  out.” 

Peacock  said  the 
advantages  to  such 
training  would  be:  more 


efficient  use  of  man¬ 
power;  improvement  in 
police  and  fire  services; 
more  and  broader  skills 
for  the  public  safety  em¬ 
ployees;  and  most  im¬ 
portantly,  more  protec¬ 
tion  available  for  the 
public. 

Cross-training  is  set 
up  as  volunteer 
program. 

Three  men  are  now 
being  cross-trained. 
Two  policemen  are 
learning  fire  techniques, 
and  one  fireman,  Lamar 
Woods,  has  been  trained 
in  the  police  academy  in 
Salt  Lake  City  and  is 
working  on  Orem’s 
police  force.

“I  caught  more  passes  the  first  day 
of  fall  practice  than  I  had  during  my 
whole  career,”  Pendleton  said. 

The  6-foot-2, 180-pound  sophomore 
from  Richfield,  Utah,  explained  that 
he  played  running  back  in  high  school. 

Makes  changes 

Once  at  BYU,  however,  Pendleton 
found  he  had  to  make  a  few  changes  in 
moving  from  a  high-school  running 
back  to  a  receiver  on  the  most  prolific 
passing  team  in  the  nation.  Most  of 
these  changes  were  mental. 

“As  a  running  back,  I  was  used  to 
being  able  to  look  downfield  and  pick 
my  holes.  I  knew  where  everyone  was 
all  the  time,”  Pendleton  said. 

“But  a  receiver  can’t  do  that. 

“As  a  receiver,  you  can’t  worry  ab¬ 
out  where  anyone  else  is.  You  have  to 
concentrate  on  playing  your  position. 

“A  halfback  is  usually  involved  in 
nearly  every  play,  but  a  receiver  can 
go  for  15  plays  and  not  touch  the  ball. 
When  your  chance  comes,  you  can’t 
afford  to  mess  it  up  —  you  have  to  be 
ready  all  the  time,”  Pendleton  said, 

Even  though  intense  mental  effort 


is  necessary  for  every  good  receiver, 
the  physical  ability  must  be  there  to 
begin  with. 

Pendleton  seems  to  have  that 
ability. 

While  at  Richfield  High  School, 
Pendleton  was  not  only  All-State  in 
football  but  also  All-State  in  basket¬ 
ball,  as  well  as  a  top  sprinter  on  the 
track  team. 

Self-confidence  is  another  aspect 
that  Pendleton  said  he  feels  has 
helped  him. 

“I’ve  always  known  I  could  play  —  I 
thought  I  could  play  wherever  I  went 
as  long  as  I  put  in  the  necessary  time 
and  effort,”  he  said. 

After  having  two  seasons  to  de¬ 
velop  his  mental  abilities,  Pendleton 
is  now  making  large  improvements  in 
the  proper  execution  of  his  position. 

More  confidence 

“With  each  practice  this  spring,  I 
got  more  confidence  that  I  was  mak¬ 
ing  the  right  decisions. 

“The  past  two  years  I  was  always 
wondering  if  I  was  reading  defenses 
and  doing  other  things  right,  but  this 
spring  my  self-confidence  has  been  a

big  difference.”  Pendleton  said. 

“I  still  have  a  long  way  to  go,”  he 
added,  “but  it  will  come  with  game 
experience.” 

One  person  Pendleton  should  be

back  Steve  Young. 

“Young  can  be  as  good  as  he  wants 
to  be,”  Pendleton  said. 

“He  has  as  much  athletic  ability  as 
anyone,  and  he  also  has  really  great 
leadership  ability. 

“Young  is  the  kind  of  guy  that  you 
have  a  lot  of  confidence  in  .  .  .  the 
team  really  seems  to  feel  comfortable 
when  he’s  in  the  game,”  Pendleton 
added. 

Champs  again 

Next  year,  Pendleton  said,  the 
Cougars  should  repeat  as  Western 
Athletic  Conference  Champions.

Reasons  for  substituting  a  generic  drug 
are  usually  on  a  cost-benefit  basis,  according  to 
Woolley. 

One  of  the  problems  with  medication  is  that  it 
may  never  be  taken;  about  30  percent  of  prescrip- 
tions  written  by  doctors  are  never  filled  by  pa¬ 
tients,  he  explained. 

Usually,  however,  the  problem  is  how  a  drug  is 
taken.  8 

Woolley  cited  a  case  in  Southern  California  in 
which  a  woman  took  an  overdose  of  valium  because 
she  misunderstood  the  directions  on  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  label.  It  read,  “Take  one  tablet  as  needed  for 
anxiety  until  exhausted.” 

She  did  just  that,  and  it  nearly  killed  her,  Wool- 
ley  said. 

“The  Boston  Collaborative  Drug  Surveillance 
Study  has  shown  that  there  is  a  drug-related  death 
among  every  200  people  hospitalized,”  Woolley 
said.  He  said  this  has  never  happened  at  BYU. 

Woolley  said  drug  use  is  increasing,  and  consum¬ 
ers  are  becoming  more  mobile  —  no  longer  sticking 
to  one  doctor.  That  puts  more  responsibility  for 
proper  use  of  prescription  drugs  on  the  consumer. 

Woolley  said,  “We  should  take  as  much-time  pre¬ 
paring  bodies  by  preventive  medicine  as  we  do 
preparing  to  go  to  the  temple.” 


Airport  ups  security 
to  prevent  vandalism 


Following  a  rash  of  recent  inci¬ 
dents,  personnel  at  the  Provo  Muni¬ 
cipal  Airport  have  taken  corrective 
measures  to  provide  additional  secur¬ 
ity,  according  to  airport  officials. 

In  the  last  few  months,  fuel  theft 
and  vandalism  to  aircraft  have  occur¬ 
red,  said  Neil  Lindberg,  airport  man¬ 
ager.  Vandals  damaged  the  approach 
lighting  system  and  associated  secur¬ 
ity  fences,  which  form  an  integral 
part  of  the  airport’s  new  Instrument 
Landing  System. 

To  combat  vandalism  and  the  theft 
of  gasoline  from  aircraft  parked  on 
the  ramp,  new  lighting  is  being  instal¬ 
led,  and  police  surveillance  is  being 
increased.  Plans  are  also  being  set  up 
to  prohibit  vehicle  access  to  the  north¬ 
west  dyke  road  near  the  runway 
threshold,  Lindberg  said. 

A  6-foot  mound  of  concrete  and 


asphalt  slabs  will  be  dumped  across 
the  road  to  block  off  one  mile  of  the 
fishing  area. 

“The  ILS  provides  a  way  for  pilots 
to  land  properly  equipped  aircraft 
during  marginal  weather  conditions,” 
Lindberg  said. 

“Vehicular  traffic  on  the  dyke  could 
potentially  block  the  approach  lights 
and  distort  the  ILS  localizer  beam  on 
which  the  pilot  depends,  thus  possibly 
causing  an  accident  or  loss  of  life,”  he 
said.  “Unfortunately,  many  people 
don’t  understand  this,  as  evidenced 
by  the  problems  we  have  recently  ex¬ 
perienced.” 

Additional  security  measures  plan¬

According  to  the  First  Amendment,  “Congress  shall  make  no  law 
respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exer¬ 
cise  thereof.”  The  two  clauses  have  separate  functions.  Religious 
practices  are  protected  from  government  intrusion  by  the  free- 
exercise  clause.  The  establishment  clause  separates  church  and  state, 
and  governs  relationships  between  government  and  religious  institu- 

tl0During  the  early  1960s  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  based 
several  decisions  on  prayer  in  public  schools  on  these  clauses.  In  Engel 
v.  Vitale,  1962,  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York 
composed  a  prayer  to  be  recited  by  children  in  public  schools  every 
morning  before  beginning  classes.  The  prayer  was:  “Almighty  God,  we 
acknowledge  our  dependence  upon  Thee,  and  we  beg  Thy  blessings 
upon  us,  our  parents,  our  teachers  and  our  Country.”  The  Supreme 
Court’s  opinion  stated:  “We  think  that  the  constitutional  prohibition 
against  laws  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion  must  at  least 
mean  that  in  this  country  it  is  no  part  of  the  business  of  government  to 
compose  official  prayers  for  any  group  of  the  American  people  to  recite 
as  a  part  of  a  religious  program  carried  on  by  government.” 

In  1963,  the  court  invalidated  the  practice  of  reading  a  passage  from 
the  Bible  and  ruled  recital  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer  unconstitutional.  The 
court  felt  that  by  incorporating  a  religious  practice  in  a  daily  school 
ceremony,  government  had  officially  endorsed  either  religion  in  gener¬ 
al  or  a  specific  religion:  Christianity.
